35,000 Underprivileged, Crippled and Homeless 
Children Guests of Shriners 


HE 7th Annual Circus sponsored by 

Aleppo Temple is now history, but the 
memory will linger on for years in the 
minds of over 100,000 kiddies and grown- 
ups alike, who witnessed Aleppo’s big 
event again this year in the Boston 
Garden. 

The Shriners of Boston have been re- 
ceiving through the press and from the 
public, great praise for their sponsorship 
of one of the biggest circuses ever to be 
held in Boston, as well as for acting as 
host to over 35,000 more youngsters again 
this year, from schools and homes through- 
out Greater Boston who would never have 
seen a circus if it were not for the thought- 
fulness and generosity of the Nobles of 
Aleppo. 

General Chairman, Judge Robert Gardi- 
ner Wilson, Jr., who has taken upon him- 
self the task of operating this gigantic 
venture for the past seven vears, is well 
pleased with the outcome of this year’s 
event — the largest yet held by the Shrine 
in Boston Garden. He said he received 
his reward for the many weeks of hard 
work, necessarily involved in such a ven- 
ture, when he saw the thousands of under- 
privileged youngsters enjoying the time of 
their lives at the 13 shows conducted this 
year for their pleasure. 

Over 2,000 of Aleppo'’s Nobles again 
this vear acted as hosts to these thousands 
of kiddies by donating the tickets to admit 
the youngsters to the circus, thereby be- 
coming a member of the Shrine Circus 
Daddy Club. There is still time for more 
Nobles to become a member’ of this 
unique Club, for again this year, as in the 
past, the number of requests received from 
hospitals, homes, institutions and schools, 
far exceed the donations of tickets by 
Nobles. But, true to form, Chairman 
Wilson granted every request and said he 
felt sure the Nobility of Aleppo would 
come through and meet the demand. 

If you have not already joined, get 
aboard the wagon now, Noble, and be a 
Circus Daddy to some deserving unfortu- 
nate kids. It will give you a thrill you will 
long remember. Send in all or part of your 
circus book and a check to cover the 
number you wish to donate to the Daddy 


Club. Hach $1.00 ticket purchased from 
the membership book mailed you and re- 
turned to the Committee, will be credited 
to the Aleppo Circus for the admission of 
two youngsters as your guests. You will 
be given credit for the donation and made 
a member of the Circus Daddy Club. The 
names of all future members of the Club 
will be listed in future’ issues of the 
ALEPPO News to augment those already 
printed. 

Many Nobles have asked about the 
methods used in operating our circus, and 
the distribution of proceeds as well as 
what benefits were derived by Shriners, 
their families and the public, expecially 
the underpriviledged, crippled and or- 
phaned children. 

A letter recently received by the Poten- 
tate from one of our Nobles prompted the 
Chairman of the Shrine Circus to request 
a printing of this letter, and his answer to 
the same, in the ALepPo Montuty News 
to correct any misunderstanding which 
may be disturbing any Noble of Aleppo, 
or any of the public, who have been so 
generous in assisting in this charitable 
undertaking.

“Officers of Aleppo Temple 
“A. A.O. N. M.S. 
“Dear Nobles: 


“Always heretofore I have personally 
bought the book of tickets for the circus 
and have sent them all back as it was 
stated on the tickets that the proceeds 
would be used to benefit underprivileged 
children and I have assumed that any 
surplus would be so used, probably for the 
Hospital for Crippled Children, 

“This was evidently erroneous as I am 
informed that it was used to buy uniforms 
for the band and for other purposes. 

“In view of these circumstances I am 
returning the tickets without the usual 
check. I suggest that you take from your 
general fund an amount equal to that 
which you diverted from the circus ticket 
fund and that you use the money so ap- 
propriated to send the kids to the circus. 
Any surplus should go to the Shriners’ 
Hospital for Crippled Children. 


“Unless grossly mismanaged, the Shrine 
has sufficient income to care for all reason- 
able expenses and there is no sound reason 
for adding “and Shrine Activities” to your 
tickets.

“Dear Noble ———-: 


“Your letter of 10/20/47 addressed to 
‘Officers of Aleppo Temple’ has come to 
my attention as Chairman of the Circus 
Committee. Erroneous statements con- 
tained in your letter, particularly with 
reference to ‘diverted funds,’ I assume are 
due to incomplete or erroneous informa- 
tion. 

“I have been in charge of our Shrine 
Circus for the past seven years. At no 
time, directly or indirectly, by inference 
or otheywise, has a reference been made in 
circulars, advertisements, tickets, or pub- 
licity, that any part of the proceeds of our 
circus was for use by the Shrine Hospitals 
for Crippled Children. As a matter of 
fact, when our first annual cireus was 
sponsored, I personally inquired concern- 
ing permission to apply part of the pro- 
ceeds, if any, for that purpose. The rule 
of the Imperial Code, however, is that any 
Shrine project using the name of the 
Shriners’ Hospitals for Crippled Children 
must pay over all the proceeds for that 
purpose. 

“Proceeds from the first two years of 
the circus certainly were partly used for 
the purchase of replacement uniforms for 
the uniformed units of Aleppo Temple. 
That was one of the announced purposes 
of the project, and has frequently been 
referred to in detail, with considerable 
pride, in the Aleppo News. There came 
a time when operating expenses of the 
Temple exceeded current operating in- 
come. This was due (1) to decrease in 
permanent fund income from 5% or more 
to nearer 17; (2) the fact that over 50% 
of Aleppo Membership being Permanent 
members, paid no annual dues: (3) de- 
creased number of applicants for member- 
ship, and (4) increased expenses. Uni- 
forms over 20 years old required replace- 
ment or an abandonment of the patrol and 
band unit. The Shrine is largely based on 
pageantry and display. Without one cent 
of expense to Aleppo Temple, the uniform 
replacements were assured through cireus 
activity. 

“Active due paying members now ex- 
ceed the number of Permanent Members.

WHAT IS A POTENTATE?

YW EBSTER defines a potentate as one 

who has great power — a monarch. 
And so it is in the Shrine, the Potentate is 
invested with all authority and power. He 
can by a wave of his hand veto or approve 
any and all activities of his Temple, sd far 
as they do not conflict with or are con- 
trary to the By-Laws, Code, Regulations, 
and Edicts of the Imperial Council, which 
he has sworn ever to maintain, support, 
and conform to. 

How does one attain this powerful and 
honorable position? The usual procedure 
is to come up through the line starting as 
Oriental Guide, and if by the Grace of 
God and the charity of the Nobility he is 
elected each year and elevated each year 
he becomes Potentate in five years — the 
highest and most honored position it is 
possible for the Nobility to elect anyone. 
The Nobility of the Temple honored this 
Noble by electing him to this high place. 

The Chief Rabban, Assistant Rabban, 
High Priest and Prophet, Oriental Guide, 
Treasurer and Recorder are also elected 
each year by the Nobility, and they each 
have their respective duties to perform. 
_ They are not hired or appointed. by the 

Potentate; therefore are not working for 
him, but should work with him and he 
with them to the best interests of the 
Temple. 

A Shrine Temple has jurisdiction over a 
large area or population and is therefore 
of a regional nature rather than a local one. 
It is not only a secret organization but one 
that contributes substantially to the wel- 
fare of the community over which it has 
jurisdiction. 

Through our hospitals, the Shrine is 
making a never ending contribution to 
humanity. 

During the years a Noble serves in an 
elective position on the Divan, he should 
give of his time and efforts, and acquaint 
himself with the workings of the Shrine; 
and when he is elected Potentate he should 
make his Temple’s business the major 
objective for that year. This is his reason- 
able service and responsibility — in fact, 
the oath of office he took before being in- 
stalled covers this. In other words, he 
should not take a major part in other 
organizations of a civic, charitable or 
social nature which would interfere in any 
way with his duties as Potentate, since the 
Temple can well use every spare moment 
he can possibly give from his business, 
vocation, or profession; and since the 
Shrine Temple includes civic, charitable, 
and sucial activities, it affords ample em- 
ployment of any Potentate’s time. As in 
any other business or organization, the 
Temple grows, prospers and takes its 
rightful place at the top in the community 
in proportion to the administration of the 
Potentate. 


LET THERE BE NO STRANGERS IN - 


THE SHRINE 


WE HAVE initiated many men in the 
past few years, but the conferring of 
our rites and ceremonies docs not really 


make a Noble. It takes a frequent con- ‘ 


tact with older, well-informed Nobles to 
blossom these Neophytes under the sun- 
shine of the Shrine — to give them an 
opportunity to partake of the kind influ- 
ences of our Order. 

Our Potentate and his Divan have gone 
on record as favoring a revitalization of 
fellowship — but the Divan can’t do it 
alone and achieve success. It will require 
the participation of every Noble. Let’s 
give a real reality to the saying, “There are 
no strangers in the Shrine.” Let’s make it 
a point to take a sincere personal interest 
in our newer Nobles and you'll have a 
better Shrine because of it. Let’s give the 
fellowship of the Shrine more meaning in 
our lives than ever before. 


Hort SANDS 
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A SHRINER’S OBLIGATION 


ACCORDIN G to the Shrine laws the 

General Orders issued each year by the 
Imperial Potentate are read in full by the 
head of each Temple at the first session 
following their receipt and a record made 
of the same upon the minutes of the meet- 
ing. However, a majority of the member- 
ship not being present at the meeting at 
which time these Orders are read a portion 
of the General Orders, No. 1, just issued by 
Imperial Potentate Karl Rex Hammers, is 
printed here for the information of the 
Nobility of Aleppo Temple. 

“Shrine Obligations. The Potentate of 
each Temple is the Supreme authority in 
the Temple and is responsible to the Im- 
perial Council for the operation of his 
Temple in accordance with the By-Laws of 
the Imperial Council. 

“A Shriner’s duty and obligation begins 
with his journey over the hot sands and 
never ceases until the Black Camel silently 
leads him to that unseen Temple. The 
very backbone of the country depends so 
much on the high ideals, courage and abil- 
ity of a half-million of the finest, citizens of 
North America. We must guard diligently 
against those unthinking ones, who, in the 
past, have by their actions caused the 
finger of shame to be pointed toward the 
Shrine. A fez is just as sacred as the white 
lambskin apron, and while we wish fun, 
joy and more fun, we must never forget our 
ideals and fundamental teachings. 

“A complete study of all committees and 
removal of all those who do not produce. 
Those who go along for the ride are a defi- 
nite drawback on any progressive Temple. 

“Organizations within our Shrine 
Temples must not use the words ‘Shriners 
Hospitals for Crippled Children’ for pro- 
motional purposes without first submitting 
proposal to Noble W. Freeland Kendrick, 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees, for 
approval. 

“The continuation of the ‘Provost 
Guard’ is hereby authorized and great 
credit. is due to all Nobles for their ex- 
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emplary conduct at the Atlantic City 
Imperial Council Session. 

“Temples are requested to consider 
seriously the creation of Legions of Honor 
if you do not have same as one of the Uni- 
formed Units. These organizations have 
proven their devotion and loyalty and will 
be a tremendous assistance to the Temples. 

“We have received several inquiries re- 
garding the furnishing and use of White 
Fezzes to be worn by wives, daughters, 
etc., of members of the Shrine. You are 
respectfully referred to Decision No. 9, by 
Past Imperial Potentate William H. Wood- 
field, Jr., which will be found on Page 48 
of the 1946 proceedings; and on page 168, 
you will find that this decision was con- 
firmed by.the Imperial Council, and reads 
as follows: 

“I ruled that the fez with the Shrine 
Emblem thereon was distinctively the in- 
signia of a member of the Mystic Shrine 
and could not be furnished by a Temple to 
anyone but Shriners. The Emblems of the 
Shrine have been registered and copy- 
righted and are for the exclusive use of the 
Shriners.’ 

“Our platform and incentive for the 
year: 

“1. The Joy of Living. 

“2. The Joy of doing for the un- 
fortunate.” 
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WHAT A NON-MASON THINKS OF 
MASONRY 


A WRITER for Colliers’ who prefaces 

his editorial with the comment that 
he is not a Mason and is not trying to be- 
come a member of the fraternity, has this 
to say about Masonry: 

“Every time some new dictator blos- 
soms into power, one of his first moves 
customarily is to declare war on the 
Masonic Fraternity. Why? Is there some 
mystic magic about the Masons that make 
them dangerous to a totalitarian society? 

“We're afraid there is. To a tyrant, the 
Masons are a very subversive bunch. 
Their trouble is that, they practice human 
brotherhood and democracy. To so high 
an eminence has Masonry’s credit been 
advanced that in every age monarchs 
themselves have been promoters of the 
art, have not thought it derogatory to 
their dignity to exchange the scepter for 
the trowel, have patronized its mysteries 
and joined in its assemblies. 

“A present-day All Highest could never 
do that. He must pretend to a Wisdom 
and an infallibility such as even few 
medieval popes ever claimed. The 
Masonic ideal of mutual help among the 
members, too, flies in the face of the to- 
talitarian state's assumption that it can 
take care of every phase of every citizen’s 
life. 
“Plenty of Masons have their faults. 
But, by and large, the big totalitarian 
complaint against them is simply that 
they are decent, democratic, cooperative 
people. But we have a notion that the 
Masonic Fraternity, having outlasted all 
the storms since, by some accounts 
ancient Egyptian times, will out-ride this 
ae Meanwhile, here’s wishing the Order 
well.

Following 
the example of the great Temples in 
Chicago, Detroit, Buffalo, Toronto, Bal- 
timore and other cities, we feel that an 
annual project of this magnitude and qual- 
ity, held at an outstanding center such as 
the Boston Garden, — incidentally with- 
out one cent of risk or expense to Aleppo 
Temple, — keeps Aleppo Temple on the 
map, as the largest and most outstanding 
single fraternal organization in all New 
England. 

“Fortunately the Boston Garden has 
close to 14,000 capacity. Fortunately a 
very considerable number of our own 
members, plus non-member purchaser of 
tickets, donate tickets each year which 
make possible attendance at our circus by 
thousands of poorer, unfortunate children, 
irrespective of creed or color, most of 
whom have never even seen a circus or 
professional entertainment. We solicit 
such attendance by the children in Boston. 
I, personally, feel that this one accom- 
plishment, during the last six years, has 
resulted in more favorable public senti- 
ment towards Aleppo Temple, and the 
Shrine, and the fraternity generally, 
among people of all races and creeds, than 
any other factor. 

Active management of this annual cir- 
cus, in behalf of Aleppo, for seven years, — 
first as Potentate, and later at the request 
of succeeding Potentates, — has taken 
hours of time, and considerable effort on 
my part personally. My sole reward has 
been the enjoyment of this type of work 
and effort. Elimination of the Aleppo 
Circus would assure me personally a very 
considerable amount of welcome free time 
and rest. Anytime a majority of our 
members prefer to see the activity discon- 
tinued, I assure you that will be O.K. 
with me.
